coremony. There fn a partial cessation of work 


every where for want of coolles, and buciness Isat 
arerfect standstill, Many employersand servants 
have left the Colony, and the foreign masters are 
lefttodothe beat they can forthemselves, About 
three-fourths of the drapery shops in Jervois 
Street have put up thelr shutters, and tbare are 
whole atreets of houses untenanted. A good 
many biecks of Infected houses In the Tal-ping- 
shan and Sai Ving Pan districts have been 
nailed up and condemned as belng unfit for human 
habitation, The Goveroment have contem- 
plated purifying them by destroying them with 
fire, but have now given up the idea, au the 
undertaking will involve a great secrifice and » 
good deal of expense, to my nothing of loss to 
therevenue, They are now only burning the 
dirty goeds and. chattels therein contained.”

serous the Prefect arrived and induced the 
Frenchmen to retlre, : 

At 2 o'clck in the afternoon the Itallan cafés 
were attacked. A number of Italian stores were 
treated In the same manner, The mob marched 
through the streets shouting, Down with the 
Ttalians!”” Several Italians who were met in the 
streets were beaten and kicked. The mab was 
re-lnforced and proceeded to ‘the Italian 
Consulate. The pollce valoly tried to check the 
mob, but the leaders procured a ladder, fixed It 
tothe balcony of the Consulate, and several:

The rlotous crowd spread throughout the clty, 
seizing upon all Itallans, men, women and 
children, and took them to the Prefecture, 
believing that they were to be expelled from the 
clty. The Itallens were gaarded by the pollce 
until this morning, when the disorders had 
temporarily subsided. The two leaders of the 
mttack on the Consulate were arrested to-day,
